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THE CASE OF THE UN-REAL REALISTS 


America today is fostering a strange breed of individuals who have formed an august cult bent 
on severe mutilation of basic American concept and tradition. The term most commonly used to describe 
these noxious individuals is left-wing liberals, but they are also referred to as anti-anti Communists or 
more affectionately, as eggheads. 


THE UN-REAL REALISTS DESCRIBED 
In the August 1956 issue of The Elks Magazine, J. Edgar Hoover warns of the danger to America 
posed by the maladjusted individuals he chooses to refer to as pseudo-liberals. Mr. Hoover wrote: 


“The individuals who belong to this cult are not members of the Communist Party. They even deny any 
sympathy with Communism. But they live in a never-never land. Seemingly ignorant of the existing conspiracy, 
duped by Communist contacts which they are apparently incapable of recognizing, the pseudo-liberals constantly 
take off on intellectual flights that inevitably end on an enticing airstrip planned for them by the Communists. 
Even when the concealed pitfalls on that strip bring each subsequent flight to a disastrous conclusion, the exper- 
ience apparently holds no lesson. The pseudo-liberals flit off eagerly again toa rarefied stratosphere, and inevitably 
as before, return to the Communist hangar. 


“These misinformed dupes are among the persons who offer blanket opposition to all security programs 
now in effect and to all that are suggested. They are among the ones who demand removal of all measures designed 
to eliminate security risks from government. They add their voices to those that rant endlessly at patriotic commit- 
tees of the Congress whose efforts are dedicated to exposing the conspiracy and to alerting citizens to the danger. 
These persons indulge in sabotage by semantics — they stigmatize patriotic Americans with the obnoxious term 
‘informer’ when such citizens fulfill their obligations of citizenship by reporting known facts of the evil conspiracy 
to properly constituted authorities . . . Communism is . . . they say, simply a political party like the Republi- 
can and Democratic parties. These incredible people profess to find the tyranny of Communism compatible with 
Christianity and synonymous with academic freedom! Our difficulties today, they proclaim, stem from a myth cre- 
ated out of fear and hysteria. These simple-minded souls would have you believe that this foreign directed con- 
spiracy which already has enslaved approximately one-third of the people of the earth, and is resolutely working 
night and day to bring us to our knees is a myth! The antics of these vociferous individuals create a smoke-screen 
which helps to conceal the deadly menace of Communism .. .” 


This inimical group is also strangely dominant among those voices crying for more and more 
government spending and more government control over our lives and property. In fact, this admission 
comes from one within their ranks. Joseph S. Clark Jr. (Senator Clark of Pennsylvania), writing in the 
Atlantic Monthly said, “. . . a Liberal is here defined as one who believes in utilizing the full force of 





government for the advancement of social, political and 
economic justice at the municipal, state, national, and 
international levels.” It is these Socialist minded char- 
acters who have changed, by usurpation of power, our 
Constitutional form of government. 


COMMUNIST TRANSMISSION BELTS 


In his Techniques of Communism, Louis Budenz, 
former member of the (U.S.) National Committee of 
the Communist Party, called such dupes by their offi- 
cial Red terminology when he said: 


“All groups which the Communist Party is seeking to 
penetrate are termed ‘mass organizations’ in Communist 
parlance, and by Red penetration and eventual control they 
are to be made into ‘transmission belts’ for broadening the 
influence of the Party. In Foundations of Leninism, Stalin 
lays down this use of ‘transmission belts’ by a centralized, 
disciplined Party as an essential feature of Communist 
efforts, (V, 113). 


“The Communists are always aware that they must 
make all ‘mass organizations,’ religious, labor, educational, 
and scientific groups, ‘transmission belts’ for the Commun- 
ist line .. . they made great gains in this respect, inducing 
many organizations, newspapers and other agencies of 
opinion to forward the Communist line. . .” 


Just to quote from Louis Budenz, Elizabeth Bentley, 
Bella Dodd or other ex-Communists who are now fight- 
ing Communim is sufficient to awaken the ire of the 
left-wing liberals. They found no fault in these people 
when they were serving America’s deadly enemy, but 
now that they expose their former comrades and the 
workings of the Communist conspiracy, the left-wing 
liberals, these anti-anti Communists, viciously attack 
them from all sides. Their ridiculous attitudes cannot 
be explained outside of a satanic influence over their 
thinking processes. 


Anthony Trawick Bouscaren, Associate Professor of 
Political Science at Marquette University and a well- 
known writer on Soviet affairs recognized the lopsided 
reporting of the Nation’s press when he wrote Where 
are Yesterday's Foes of Dictatorship? in the October 
1955 American Mercury. He wrote: 


“Certain American newspapers, who brooked no com- 
promise with Fascism in a gone-by era, have developed a 
genius for compromise with Communism today. One of 
these publications is the very influential St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch. Like its cousins, the Milwaukee Journal and the 
Washington Post, it strives to equal the New York Post 
in ‘understanding’ the Soviet Union, favoring Mao Tse- 
tung over Chiang Kai-shek, and attacking anti-Communist 
senators. 


“Because of the apparent willingness of these publica- 
tions to meet the Communists halfway . . . millions of 
Americans in the midwest and east are swallowing close 
to half of the current Communist line . . .” 


Even more subtle than the semantic brainwashing 
is the effective use of the cartoon in foisting upon an 
unwary public the left-wing idiotic distortion of truth. 
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Often far more eye-catching than a plain column of 
type, these cartoons attract a readership that is the envy 
of newsmen throughout the land. Among the most 
noted of these liberal cartoonists is Herblock of the 
Washington Post. 


The copy on some pages of the Nation’s newspapers 
reads strangely similar to that of the Communist Worker 
or Political Affairs. The W orker loudly proclaims credit 
for coining the word “McCarthyism” yet this Red sniear 
term is now a household word — thanks to the faithful 
and dedicated usage employed by the liberals and left- 
wingers in the press. In 1953, Alen Barth, an associate 
editor of the so-called reputable Washington Post at- 
tacked Congressional investigations of Communism in 
our colleges as a “barbarian invasion . . . of universities” 
and a “purge of university professors.” Of course Mr. 
Barth and the rest of the liberal clan have remained 
very quiet when colleges dismissed anti-Communist pro- 
fessors. 


Even though those strange warriors of the great left- 
wing ridicule anyone who presents facts about Com- 
munism, they sometimes admit that they know abso- 
lutely nothing about it. During 1949, an Illinois in- 
vestigating committee asked the famous liberal, Robert 
M. Hutchins: “Is there any doubt that the Communist | 
Party is a conspiratorial fifth column operating in the 
interest of a foreign state?” Mr. Hutchins answered: 
“T am not instructed on this subject. I understand many 
Communists to say they do not operate under the in- 
structions of a foreign state.” This kind of informed 
ignorance is cherished by both the left-wing press and 
subversive book publishers who, seemingly, can’t wait 
to usher in the socialist-Communist utopia. It was on 
the backs of such gullible and duped left-wingers as 
these that the Communists rode into power in each of 
the countries they have taken over. However, their help 
is little appreciated and the gain they may have antici- 
pated pitifully eludes them as does, oftentimes, life itself. 


In his book, The White Nights, Dr. Boris Sokoloff, 
a Russian physician and scientist who escaped Commun- 
ism, told about his experiences with the left-wingers in 
Communist prisons. He said: 


“The fate of the left-wing Socialists was pathetic. 
Though admitted to the Soviet of People’s Commissars, in 
which they received a few seats, they were mercilessly 
liquidated as soon as their usefulness as appeasers had 
ended . . . Paradoxically, I was in the midst of left-wingers. 
Out of twenty men in Cell 17, fourteen were men who 
only two years before had ardently promoted and defended | 
Communism ... All were filled with hatred for the Soviet 
government. They claimed they had been betrayed by 
Lenin and his comrades in the most outrageous manner. 


Without us,’ they reiterated, ‘the Communists would 
never have been able to overthrow Kerensky’s government 
or disperse the Constituent Assembly. We believed them.

CHIEF OF NAVAL OPERATIONS: 


ADMIRAL ARLEIGH 


Spokesman for the Navy: 


Admiral Burke is personally known to me, from 
his brilliant combat record in the Pacific and his serv- 
ice, in Tokyo, in the period of the MacArthur regime. 
The Admiral has become increasingly important as 
the spokesman for the Navy and its potential in the 
nuclear missile age. I would be lacking in candor if I 
did not mention a current “conflict of interest” between 
the services —— Ground, Air and Navy. I expect to 
cover the complex motivations and arguments in later 
articles. Admiral Burke, of course, has vigorously de- 
fended the Navy position. He has good reasons: The 
Navy can take pride in the development of the nuclear 
submarine and the even more significant breakthrough 


in the “Polaris,” a highly efficient, solid-fuel missile 
with a built-in mobile missile platform (the factor of 
reliability) that is practically invulnerable compared 
with missile launching facilities that are fixed targets. 


In going over some of the Admiral’s recent state- 
ments (and personal correspondence) I have selected 
some that are significant and interesting, in view of 
his influential position, viz: 


1. The Congo and the Communists: 


“. .. 1 know, as you know, that the people of the 
United States are tired of hearing about the world’s 
trouble, about world unrest and disorder, about the 
competitive drive of the Communists. We are tired 
of being exhorted, from every stump, to do better, to 
do more. 

These troubles are sometimes generated by the 
Communists, but more often, the Communists take 
advantage of disorder and chaos which are already 
there. They aggravate and exploit conditions of ten- 
sion. They try to gain control of a local situation and 
take charge of bewildered, confused people who fre- 
quently have no real concept of what Communism, or 
democracy, or even freedom, really means. 

The present situation in the Congo is a good ex- 
ample of what can happen when Communists exploit 
unstable conditions. Several years before the Congo 
gained its freedom, it was evident that the change of 
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sovereignty would bring many problems; problems 
arising from conflicting loyalties, new needs, rising 
expectations, and most of all, problems arising from a 
lack of educated, trained people to organize and run 
a government. 


The Belgians recognized this fact. They had given 
the Congolese technical training. They had started 
education programs in the responsibilities of self-gov- 
ernment. In addition, the United States, and many of 
our free-world allies had prepared extensive programs 
of assistance, programs designed to help this emerg- 
ing country in an orderly, stable assumption of the 
privileges, and the obligations, of freedom. 


Unfortunately, although many of the Congolese 
realized the true meaning of the responsibilities of 
freedom, many others did not. For some, bound to a 
tribal culture, freedom did not mean what it means 
to you, and to me. Too few of the Congolese people 
thought of freedom in terms of accepting responsibil- 
ity; responsibility for the community, responsibility for 
the proper functioning of local governments, and a 
personal responsibility to insure that the national gov- 
ernment is sound, honest, and itself responsible. 


Hampered by limited learning, some of the Congo- 
lese did not understand this concept of freedom. They 
cherished personal independence, far more than they 
cherished the right to an independent government. 
Some of them, in fact, regarded freedom as license, not 
just freedom from the restraints of colonialism, but 
freedom from all restraints. 


Congolese political and economic inexperience con- 
tained the seeds of discord. The Communists were quick 
to exploit the crisis that followed. Despite the fact that 
they voted in favor of the United Nations action, the 
Soviets, with their special agents, have engaged in sa- 
botage of their own in the Congo. They have con- 
ducted a campaign to hinder, disrupt and defeat the 
efforts of the United Nations. 


Even before the Congo obtained its freedom, the 
Communists started sending agents — “technicians” — 
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into the Congo. Some were trained mechanics, others 
were teachers or tradesmen and some probably mili- 
tary professionals — but all are political agents. They 
have done everything possible to complicate and har- 
rass the United Nations’ actions and have used any 
means to reduce respect for the United Nations and 
the free world. 


2. The Cuban Embroglio: 


I have stressed the Congo as an example of the 
fact that the world is in disorder. The Congo is just 
one example; there are many others, the Middle East, 
the Far East, Laos, Japan and one just 90 miles off 
our Own Coast. 


The local success of Castro’s vilification of the 
United States is only too obvious. The tragic thing is 
that his campaign is so successful in a country whose 
people were our close friends. The Cuban people know 
the United States. They know we are not committing 
the “aggressions” (a hypocritical Kremlin engendered 
concept) charged by Castro. But except for a lone 
few, nobody is opposing this move; nobody speaks up. 


They do not dare to speak up, or they take part 
in that Cuban exercise “to the wall.” They turn their 
backs on the confiscation of United States property, 
the suppression of the truth, the constant lies. The 
majority of the Cubans must docilely accept these lies 
if they want to live, and eventually they will come to 
believe them. 


This is the way the repetitive lie works. It worked 
for Hitler; it worked for Mussolini; it worked for Stalin. 
It can work the same way in Cuba, or in Southeast 
Asia, or in Africa. 


3. Communism at Home: 


And before we think the repetitive lie works only 
in foreign lands, before we think this a problem con- 
fined only to underdeveloped, uneducated countries, 
we should consider our two government employees who 
recently defected to Russia; and even more distressing, 
the college student riots in San Francisco last May. 


The overwhelming majority of our young people 
are of unquestioned patriotism— but these riots, in- 
stigated by a few well-trained Communist conspirators, 
prove that it does not require many agents to get con- 
trol of large groups of youth. The strength of the 
movement is in direct ratio to the intensity of the ef- 
forts of the few skilled, disciplined agitators. Half a 
dozen Communists led a group of American college 
students, young, intelligent, educated men and women, 
just as they lead uneducated, immature natives in Africa. 
The Communist Party is jubilant about this mob vio- 
lence and considers it their greatest breakthrough in 
20 years. Remember, this didn’t happen in a Cogolese 
village, or on a Cuban sugar plantation, but in the 
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streets of San Francisco, California. 


This is all part and parcel of the Communist con- 
spiracy. They are conspiring to dominate the world. 
I do not have to say it; a lot of other people, includ- 
ing the Communists themselves, have said it for us. 
The one thing I do want to say is that we must stop 
them. We must top them; we, the people of the Free 
World. 


4. The Russo-American Power Conflict: - 


Now, I am a military man, a naval officer. It is 
my job to understand the importance, the significance 
of military power. But the things I have been talking 
about are conditions which cannot be cured exclusively, 
or even primarily by military action. 


During the past ten years the United States has 
had the nuclear capability to destroy any aggressor, 
many times over. We have the power to retaliate suc- 
cessfully, and effectively, to any attack, and we will 
continue to have that power. Our mix of retaliatory 
systems, the Strategic Air Command, our ballistic mis- 
siles at home and abroad, our versatile attack carriers, 
and the Navy’s remarkable, virtually invulnerable PO- 
LARIS submarines convince the Communists that gen- 
eral nuclear war means their suicide. 


We also have the capacity for limited war. Our 
SIXTH and SEVENTH fleets on guard in the Medi- 
terranean and the Pacific, our combat-ready Marine 
Forces, our excellent Army, and our fine Air Force 
are all capable of limited war operations. This is im- 
portant because there are many places where a limited 
war might flare up suddenly, without warning. Our 
forces must be mobile and flexible and they must be 
able to support themselves and sustain their operations. 
This is the type of balanced, on-the-scene power we need 
and must maintain to handle any localized conflict. 


But the situations in the Congo, in Cuba, in South- 
east Asia, have not been susceptible to the use of real 
military power. Military power is not the key; we have 
to have other things. 


The Communists recognize this conflict as a war 
on all fronts, using every method available, under any 
circumstances, and with no holds barred. They will 
fight us economically, hoping to weaken the dollar, 
to disrupt our fiscal affairs so that the balance of pay- 
ments will not be in our favor, and our economy will 
suffer. 


They will continue to use political subversion. They 
will send agents to infiltrate revolutions already under 
way. They will take charge of revolutions, and sup- 
port dissatisfied groups any place in the world. 


If we are going to stop this we first must realize

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DeGaulle and Algiers: A Crisis in the Making 


There is an obvious relation between the agitation 
in the Congo and the continuation of the Algerian Re- 
bellion. Both areas are in Africa. Both are targets of 
Kremlin strategy. De Gaulle has repeatedly pointed out 
that Algiers and the Mediterranean littoral represent 
the exposed, southern flank of N.A.T.O. He has had 
very little support from the West. 


Once again France faces a crisis in which the sur- 
vival of the government and the fate of the nation 
itself lies in the hands of the French army and its 
political reactions. 


Events in France since the announcement of Gen. 
de Gaulle’s new Algerian program have strengthened 
this belief. Open defiance of Gen. de Gaulle by such 
top-ranking officers as Marshal Alphonse Juin, Gen. 
Raoul Salan and Gen. Augustin Guillaume has con- 
vinced many that the army is ready for an open break 
over Gen. de Gaulle’s Algerian policy. 


In outlining his new proposals for Algeria, General 
de Gaulle made only a brief reference to the “magnifi- 
cent effort at pacification” that the army has been 
carrying on in Algeria for more than six years. The 
personal selling job which Gen. de Gaulle will under- 
take is largely designed for military consumption. 


In private conversation, many French officers are 
openly scornful of Gen. de Gaulle’s ideas for creating 
an “Algerian Algeria.” And while few show much 
sympathy for the more radical elements of the Euro- 
pean community, there are quite definite limits to what 
they would accept in the way of solution to the Algerian 
problem. 


Army officers are quick to point out that there are 
today in the French forces fighting in Algeria many 
times more Moslems than there are in the whole rebel 
“army of liberation.” They believe that the fate of 
these people, if the leaders of the rebellion ever took 
over in Algeria, would be very unpleasant indeed. And 
many are far from convinced that Gen. de Gaulle’s 
proposals include adequate guarantees for their pro- 
tection. 


Of these, probably the most important is the de- 
termination of the French army to fulfill its promise 
of protection to quite substantial numbers of Algerian 
Moslems who have cast their lot decisively against the 
rebellion and for France. 
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Russian Occupied East Germany: 
Iron Curtain Reports 


(1) Red Police Interfere With Billy Graham: 

Inhabitants of East Berlin and the Soviet Zone, 
who wished to hear Billy Graham preach, were stopped 
on their way to West Berlin by the Communists and 
subjected to unnecessary and annoying interrogations. 
The Protestant Church of Germany has sent a protest 
in the form of a telegram to the Soviet Zone authori- 
ties, saying that the individuals in question were not 
only interrogated but derided and insulted because 
of their faith. This involved “such blasphemy against 
God and Jesus Christ as has never been heard in Ger- 
many except in Nazi days.” 


(2) Red Germany Pushes Militarism: 

“Step by Step” is the title of a new Soviet Zone 
film that had its premiere in East Berlin. It is a glori- 
fication of the “National People’s Army.” The Com- 
munist authorities have decreed that by April 12, 1961 
—the 15th anniversary of the enforced merger of 
the Soviet Zone’s Social Democratic Party with the 
Communist Party —at least 20 percent of the popu- 
lation must have seen this film. A prize of 15,000 East 
Marks is to be awarded to the motion picture theatre 
that advertises this film most effectively. 


(3) The Flight From Communism: Reasons 
Among the thousands who flee to the Federal 
Republic every week from the Soviet Zone, there are 
always a few men or women who, one way or another, 
were prominent figures in the Soviet Zone. Of these, 
the scientists and physicians have often been mentioned; 
but in recent weeks individuals from other spheres of 
public life have attracted attention by their flight. 


The Soviet Zone’s most successful writer of popu- 
lar music, Herr Konrad Wolf, recently fled to West 
Berlin with his wife because, having refused to com- 
pose “constructive songs for the Communist order of 
society,” he had reason to fear reprisals. 


Another recent refugee was Herr Carl Vetter, the 
owner of the “Hotel Erbprinz” in Weimar. His reason 
for fleeing was that his hotel, one of the most famous 
in all of Germany since the days when Goethe lived 
in Weimar, has been “nationalized.” 


(4) Confiscation of Private Enterprises 

In the twelve months ending on March 31, 1960, 
the number of private enterprises in the Soviet Zone 
that were forced to accept “state partnership” almost 
doubled, increasing from 2,600 to about 5,000. This 
left only some 6,500 independent industrial enterprises 
in the Soviet Zone as against 17,500 in 1950. 


“State partnership” is tantamount to state owner- 
ship, since it leaves the private owner almost no rights 
in his company. 
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THE TAX PROPHECY 
THAT’S COME TRUE 


“The 16th Amendment means that the state must 
give up legitimate and long established sources of 
revenue and yield it to the Federal Government. 


“It means that the state actually invites the Federal 
government to invade its territory, to oust its jurisdic- 
tion and to establish Federal dominion within the inner- 
most citadel of reserved rights of the Commonwealth. 


“This amendment will do what even the Fourteenth 
and Fifteenth Amendments did not do — it will extend 
the Federal power so as to reach the citizen in the 
ordinary business of life. A hand from Washington will 
be stretched out and placed upon every man’s business; 
the eye of a Federal inspector will be in every man’s 
counting house. 


“The law will of necessity have inquisitorial fea- 
tures, it will provide penalties. It will create a com- 
plicated machinery. 


“Under it businessmen will be hauled into courts 
distant from their homes. 


“Heavy fines imposed by distant and unfamiliar 
tribunals will constantly menace the taxpayer. 


“An army of Federal inspectors, spies and detectives 
will descend upon the State. They will compel men of 
business to show their books and disclose secrets of 
their affairs. They will dictate forms of bookkeeping. 
They will require statements and affidavits. On the 
one hand, the inspector can blackmail the taxpayer and 
on the other, he can profit by selling his secret to his 
competitor. 


“When the Federal government gets a strangle hold 
on the individual businessmen, state lines will exist 
nowhere but on the maps. Its agents will everywhere 
supervise the commercial life of the states... I am 
not willing by any voluntary act to give up revenue 
which the State of Virginia herself needs, nor to sur- 
render that measure of states’ rights which was, and 
the construction of the Federal courts have permitted 
to remain.” VIRGINIA DID NOT RATIFY THE 
SIXTEENTH AMENDMENT!

Admiral Arleigh Burke 


Arleigh A. Burke was born in Boulder, Colorado, October 19, 
1901; Graduated from the U. S. Naval Academy, commissioned in 
the United States Navy, June 8, 1923. 


Throughout his professional career, Arleigh Burke prepared him- 
self for combat with the enemy. When World War II came, he 
found himself in a shore billet at the Naval Gun Factory in Wash- 
ington, D. C. After presistent effort on his part, he received orders 
to the South Pacific where, under Admiral Halsey, he successively 
commanded Destroyer Divisions 43, 44; Destroyer Squadron 12 and 
23. This latter squadron, known as the “Little Beavers,” covered the 
initial landings in Bougainville in November 1943, and fought in 
22 separate engagements during the next four months. 


From Destroyer Command in the South Pacific, he reported in 
March of 1944 as Chief of Staff to Commander, Fast Carrier Task 
Force 58, Admiral Marc Mitscher. While serving with this famed 
carrier force, Arleigh Burke was promoted to Commodore. He flew 
many combat missions. He was aboard both BUNKER HILL and 
ENTERPRISE when they were hit by Japanese suicide planes during 
the Okinawa campaign. 


At the outbreak of the Korean war, Admiral Forrest Sherman, 
then CNO, ordered Admiral Burke to duty as Deputy Chief of Staff 
to Commander Naval Forces, Far East. From there, he assumed com- 
mand of Cruiser Division Five, and in July 1951 he was made a 
member of United Nations Truce Delegation to negotiate with the 
Communists for a military armistice in Korea. After six months in 
the truce tents, he returned to the Office of Chief of Naval Operations 
where he served as Director of Strategic Plans Division until 1954. 


In April 1954, he took command of Cruiser Division Six, and 
in January 1955 assumed command of Destroyer Force Atlantic Flee 
in which capacity he served until he succeeded Admiral Robert B. 
Carney as Chief of Naval Operations in August, 1955. 
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The Swiss Have The Answer* 


re: USURPATION BY THE 
U. S. SUPREME COURT 


The Swiss people patterned their Constitution after 
ours. The Federal Tribunal is their high court. The 
Federal Assembly is their congress. However, the 
Swiss Constitution renders its high court incompetent 
to judicially determine constitutional questions. Such 
right is vested in the Federal Assembly. It is probable 
that the Swiss have successfully protected themselves 
against the usurpation of legislative powers by its high 
court. We should make an official study of govern- 
ment under the Swiss Constitution so that we may 
act with greater wisdom in attempting to improve 
our Own government. 


In the meantime, it is urgent that the American 
people select lawmakers who are so pledged and dedi- 
cated to improve our government that their first order 
of business upon being elected will be a crusade to 
re-establish in the people and the respective States 
all the rights which are reserved to them under the 
Constitution of the United States and which have been 
impaired and denied by the Supreme Court. 


It is recorded in the early history of America, when 
people were intensely interested in making themselves 
a better place ‘to live than those from which many 
had fled, and what they could do to insure unto their 
children the freedoms they had won after much blood- 
shed, that group surrounded Benjamin Franklin one 
day as he came out of the Constitutional Convention, 
and asked: “Mr. Franklin, what do we have?” Frank- 
lin replied: “You have a Republic, if you can keep it.” 


Supreme Court Usurpation 

On September 29, 1958, the Supreme Court, in an 
unprecedented opinion, attacked State governments for 
their respective failures to ‘integrate’ public schools 
and at the same time undertook to adjundicate matters 
not at issue before it, relative to ‘integration’, ‘segre- 
gation’, etc. Such action is clear, unmistakable and 
irrefutable evidence that ours is no longer a govern- 
ment by the consent of those governed. It is now a 
government by judiciary, appointed for life and not 
answerable directly to the American people. 


_ If the American people are both desirous of and 
capable of the self-government, about which Frank- 
lin appeared to have some doubt in 1787, they will 
promptly take the steps necessary to protect themselves 
against future usurpation of legislative powers by the 
Supreme Court, which powers are vested only in Con- 
gress under the Constitution. If the doubt expressed by 
Franklin as to the capacity of the American people 
to keep a free government is confirmed by their fail- 
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ure to act while they are still free to act, Americans 
of the future will have little choice but to accept gov- 
ernment by judiciary no matter how tyrannical, cruel, 
inhuman, unjust, arbitrary and capricious such self- 
perpetuating judicial tyranny may become. 


The Real Issue 


Lest there be confusion, innocent or deliberate, the 
immediate issue is not ‘segregation’, ‘integration’, their 
respective merits or the lack thereof. The immediate 
and urgent issue is: “DO WE WANT TO CON- 
TINUE WITH GOVERNMENT BY JUDICIARY?” 


Government by judiciary is not new in America. 
The behavior of the Supreme Court in the so-called 
‘segregation’ cases in 1954 served to emphasize the 
dangers of government by judiciary, as well as the 
increased pace with which the Supreme Court is con- 
tinuing to usurp the legislative powers vested only 
in the Congress by the people under the Constitution. 


In a dissenting opinion by Mr. Justice HOLMES 
(Justices BRANDEIS and STONE concurring) in 
Baldwin v. Missouri, 281 US 586, decided 28 years 
ago, he complained about government by judiciary as 
follows: “Although this decision hardly can be called 
a surprise after Farmers’ Loan & Trust Co. v. Minne- 
sota, 280 U.S. 204 and Safe Deposit & Trust Co. v. 
Virginia, 280 U.S. 83, and although I stated my view 
in those cases, still, as the term is not over, I think it 
legitimate to add one or two reflections to what I have 
said before. I feel I have not yet adequately expressed 
the more than anxiety that I feel at the ever-increasing 
scope given to the Fourteenth Amendment in cutting 
down what I believe to be the Constitutional rights 
of the States. As the decisions now stand, I can see 
hardly any limit but the sky to the invalidating of 
those rights if they happen to strike a majority of this 
court as for any reason undesirable. I cannot believe 
that the amendment was intended to give us carte 
blanche to embody our economic and moral beliefs 
in its prohibitions. Yet I can think of no narrower 
reason that seems to justify the present and the earlier 
decisions to which I have referred.” 


The overwhelming vote by the people of Arkan- 
sas on September 27, 1958 and the opinion two days 
later by the Supreme Court which overrode the clear- 
ly expressed wishes of the voters of that State appear 
to confirm the fears expressed in the dissenting opin- 
ion by Mr. Justice HOLMES. It is now self-evident 
that the Constitution is no longer the measure of 
‘constitutionality’. 


The limitation of powers granted by the people 
to the federal government, of which the Supreme 
Court is but one of the three branches, is contained 
in the Tenth Amendment to the Constitution. It is 
as follows: 
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“The powers not delegated to the United States 
by the Constitution, nor prohibited by it to the States, 
are reserved to the States respectively or to the people.” 


Amendments Preserve States Rights 


The Tenth Amendment was intended to protect 
Americans from the tyranny of an all-powerful, cen- 
tralized government, the evils of which were then so 
freshly in the minds of the people, be that power of 
good purpose in its inception or an invisible govern- 
ment perverting the Constitution so as to destroy the 
freedoms guaranteed by it. It was also intended to 
preserve unto the respective States and the People all 
the rights not specifically granted to the federal gov- 
ernment, among which reserved to the States are the 
rights to establish and control education, to preserve 
the public peace, establish the public comfort and con- 
venience, and to improve the public health and morals 
insofar as it is within the power of imperfect man to 
do so. 


No amendment to the Constitution is intended to 
operate to the exclusion of another and the judicial 
branch has no power in excess of those specifically 
granted by the people. The Fourteenth Amendment 
was never intended to nullify or invalidate the rights 
reserved unto the respective States and to the people. 
The Supreme Court is without authority to judicially 
impose upon the American people its social, ecnomic 
or moral beliefs. It is not for the Supreme Court to 
decide the wisdom or the desirability of the retention 
by the States and the people of the rights reserved to 
them in the Constitution. Neither is it within the prov- 
ince of the Supreme Court to declare its decrees and 
pronouncements to be the Supreme Law of the land. 
The Constitution is the Supreme Law of the land. 


Americans must now consider the wisdom of ren- 
dering the Supreme Court incompetent to judicially 
determine constitutional questions. The so-called ‘seg- 
regation’ cases and the decisions by the Supreme Court 
have resulted in dividing Americans by setting race 
against race and creating needless tension and tur- 
moil, all to the detriment of every American regard- 
less of race, color or creed . . . all at a critical time when 
we must be unified if we hope to survive a free people 
against the onslaught of intrigue and diabolical plots 
by international Communists and their sympathizers.

We trusted their honesty, their integrity, their promises 
to adhere to democratic principles and respect freedom, 
We realize now that it was all a fraud — that they wanted 
power and nothing but power.’ Again and again they dis- 
cussed among themselves the ignominy of their own con- 
duct which helped to bring disaster to their country.”

In 
the course of questioning 112 witnesses who had ex- 
perienced the iron heel of Communism, they found that 
usually the first ones to be liquidated within a nation 
were those who had led the Communist fight to over- 
throw the existing government. After they had served 
their traitorous purposes the Communists were afraid 
to trust them. 


We need to pray for, and if possible, enlighten these 
learned fools who move relentlessly on the destruction 
of America and themselves, knowing not (or do they? ) 
what they do. Let’s pray that they will see the truth 
sooner, and in a more gentle way, than did their coun- 
terparts in Russia.
